Bill No. 8&9, the same being Chapter 196, Lawe of Montana 1965, the Montans 
Horses Racing Commigsion submits its angual report for the period commencing 
on January i, 1965, to and including Vecemter 31, 1965, 


The following racing dates were granted acd licenses iseved ic raclig persons 
by the Commission for the 1965 Racing Season which comprised a total of Sixty- 
one (61) racing days aad resulted in a total Mutuel Handle of $1,059,992.00,

A total of 1,292 licenees were issue) to all persons connected with racing, 
yielding a total of $6,122.00. Before auch persons were jasued licenses to 
operates in Montana, they were thoroughly screened, Eight versons were denied 
licenses for failure to meet the atandarda of character required by the law, 
or rules and reguiations eet up by the Commisaion. Mive persons were fined, 
two licenses revoked, anc. two persone were ruled off for one year. 


The industrial Laboratories, Incorporated, of Danver, Colorado, was salectad 
to test saliva and urine samples from race horses. A total of 32 horses 
were tested. This service nided immeagureably in maintaining the high stand- 
ard of racing in Montane.

Many horses were brought into our State to race. Hesides creating additional 
revenue to the State of Montana, racing has increased employment. A large 
percentage of the money paid in racing purses is retained in Montana for pay- 
ment of feed, transportation, medicine, food, lodging, wages and supplies from 
which our local citizens benefit and profit.

The Commission is pleased te report that there are thirty-two more racing dates 
for 1966 already applied for than all the racing dates in 1965, also purses 
have been increasec, Land has been purchased in Missoula County for 2 new race 
track to be constructed, and several acres have been purchssed in Gallatin 
County for expanding the Beaumont Race Track. This represents an investment of 
several hundred thousand dollars. 


It is with extreme pleasure that we the members of the Commission extend our 
most sincere thanks and appreciation to His Excelleney Governor Tim Babcock for 
his kind and patient cooperation and help. His wise councel and consideration 
has been most valuable to us in the solving of difficult problems, 


it is also desired to express our appreciation for the cooperation end service 
tendered by the Attorney General, the State Auditor, the State Tressurer, the 
Montana Veterinary Medical Association, the Livestock Sanitary Board, the Live= 
stock Commission and other Public Officials, as well as various Hacing Persons, 
the Press and the Public.
